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Patrolman wins discrimination suit versus town 


He’s due estimated 


$90,000 back pay

The Massachusetts Appeals Court on Feb, 
24 found the town discriminated against 
Patrolman Thomas Siopes when he was 
passed over for promotion to sergeant in 
1986. The decision means the town owes 
Patrolman Siopes roughly $70,000-$90,000 in 
back pay, according to Buzz Stapcezynski, 
town manager. 

The town manager believes the town has 
exhausted its appeals and will now promote 
Officer Siopes. 

“I don’t have any plans other than honor 
the decision. In time, he will be a sergeant,” 
Mr. Stapczynski said Monday. 

The town manager said the back pay fig- 
ure is subject to revision. Both he and Offi- 
cer Siopes said a number of variables leave 
an exact dollar figure for the back pay up to 
interpretation. Patrolman Siopes said he 
would probably sit down with town officials 
next week to negotiate a settlement. 

Patrolman Siopes, 45, has been out sick 
since he suffered chest pains in early Decem- 
ber last year. 

The Appeals Court notified the town last 
week that it denied two appeals of Labor 
Relations Commission decisions regarding 
promotions for Officer Siopes. 

In the first case, the town had appealed a 
LRC decision that Patrolman Siopes was dis- 
criminated against on the sergeant promo- 
tion. In the second case, Officer Siopes 
appealed a LRC decision that he was not dis- 
criminated against when he was passed over 
for promotion to lieutenant, also in 1986. 

The two appeals were handled as one, 
according to Michael Gilman, special town 
counsel, and both were denied. 

“That decision said that he should be pro- 
moted to sergeant, but not lieutenant,” Mr. 
Gilman said. 

Patrolman Siopes said last week’s deci- 
sion only means he didn’t prove that dis- 
crimination was the reason he was passed 
over for the lieutenant position. It did not 
address civil service law violations he 
alleges the town violated and which he will 
pursue, according to Patrolman Siopes. 

“This is no loss,” Patrolman Siopes said 
Monday of the lieutenant decision. “The 
original issue has always been lieutenant 
and it still is.” 

Alleges discrimination 

The cases concerned Patrolman Siopes’ 
claim that he was not promoted to sergeant 
and lieutenant in 1986, when he was the top 
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scorer on both pro- 
motional exams, 
because of his 
involvement in the 
patrolmen’s union. 

He was vice 
president of the 
union in 1983 and 
has been president 
since 1984 for all 
but nine months in 
1987. 

In March 1988, 
an LRC_ hearing 
officer ruled the 
town did not pass over Patrolman Siopes for 
lieutenant because of union activity, but did 
bypass him for sergeant based on union 
activity. The decision of the hearing officer 
was upheld by the full LRC board on Feb. 7, 
1991, 

Both sides appealed to the state Appellate 
Court, Officer Siopes for the lieutenant pro- 
motion and the town on the sergeant deci- 
sion, Those are the two appeals that were 
denied last week. 

Officer Siopes, in an interview last April, 
said he was owed back pay to Nov. 10, 1986, 
plus 12 percent interest. 

“Just for the sergeant’s decision, the 
interest cost is over $1,000 a month to the 
taxpayers of the town,” he said at that time. 
More related cases 

A related grievance, filed with the Ameri- 
can Arbitration Association in 1990, con- 
cerns a grievance by Officer Siopes alleging 
his being passed over for promotion to 
sergeant again in January 1990 was a con- 
tract violation. 

Another AAA grievance, which could be 
affected by last week’s court decision, claims 
Officer Harry Collins’ not being promoted to 
sergeant in January 1990 was a contract vio- 
lation. 

Officer Siopes and Officer Collins were

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top scorers on the Civil Service 
exam in 1986, and again in 1990, 
and were bypassed both times, 
according to Officer Siopes. Both 
were involved in the union. 

Two Civil Service appeals are 
also pending concerning Officer 
Siopes’ not being promoted to 
sergeant and lieutenant, 

The first is Patrolman Siopes’ 
1986 appeal for not being promot- 
ed to sergeant and lieutenant. It 


alleges actions by Ken Mahony, 
former town manager, side 
stepped Civil Service promotion 
policies in order not to promote 
Officer Siopes. 

The second concerns Patrol: 
man Siopes not being promoted 
to sergeant in January 1990, 

All these matters have been 
on hold pending the outcome of 
the appeals of the related labor 
relations cases,

John Benson 
upgraded to fair

John Benson, the Andover man 
burned on more than 88 percent of his 


body in a car crash two months ago, 
has been upgraded to fair condition 
this week and may be moved to a reha- 
bilitation hospital within a month, his 
mother said Tuesday. 

“Actually, he’s doing really well,” 
Susan Benson said. 

Doctors this week found a blood clot 
in her son's swollen left leg, but were 
not too worried about it, Ms. Benson 
said. 

He will have one more skin graft 
operation, probably in a week or two, 
and that will be it for now, though he 
will need some reconstructive surgery 
in the future, she said. 


Mr. Benson, 19, of 55 Lowell St., was 
burned when his car went off Inter- 
state 93 northbound on Wednesday, 
Jan, 15. The car went into the woods, 
flipped over and caught fire. 

The 1991 Andover High School grad- 
uate is in the burn unit at the Universi- 
ty of Massachusetts Medical Center in 
Worcester. 

Mr. Benson has not been able to 
keep food down since the accident and 
is still being fed through a tube. His 
head is shaved, since much of the skin 
for his grafts has come from his head, 
but the hair keeps growing back, his 
mother said. 

The only parts of his body not 
burned were his face, armpits and a 
swath across his chest, according to his 
mother, but he will have no visible 
scars, 


“He will be able to cover all his scars 
with clothing,” Ms. Benson said. 

When he is released from the hospi- 
tal next month, Mr. Benson will have 
{O wear a pressure garment, like a 
giant adhesive bandage, all over his 
body for about a year. 

“Tt reduces the scars,” his mother 
said. He will then need about three 
months in rehabilitation before he can 
go home. 

Mr. Benson is still not supposed to 
have visitors, but a childhood friend, 
George Bilger, of 4 Rennie Drive, was 
able to get in to see him this week, Ms. 
Benson said. 

Her son has physical therapy five 


times a day and watches a lot of 


movies, When someone lit a match in 
one of the movies, the sight of fire gave 
him a chill, Ms. Benson said. 


A fund raiser for the Bensons last 
week at Papa Gino’s in Shawsheen 
Plaza “went very well,” Ms, Benson 
said. Those who attended wrote well 
wishes on a poster that was too big to 
fit in Mr. Benson’s hospital room. 

Mr. Benson's need for blood is final- 
ly subsiding, his mother said. He has 
used between 130 and 150 units of blood 
in the last eight weeks. 

“There have been over 200 people 
who have given blood,” Ms. Benson 
said, 

Donors can still give blood at U- 
Mass, until 8:30 p.m. on Wednesdays, 
or locally at the Red Cross donor cen-

IRS not testing for TB

The Internal Revenue Service was 
told by a state medical official Tues 
day that air testing for tuberculosis 
at the Lowell Street facility isn’t nec 


essary. “The state Department of 


Health sees no problem at all.” said 
Diane Stackhouse, IRS spokeswom 
an. 

Seven cleaning workers for a firm 
that works at the IRS last week test 
ed positive for carrying tuberculosis. 
Testing positive doesn’t mean a per 
son has TB, according to health offi 
cials, it simply means a person needs 
to be checked further with a chest X 
ray. 

One male employee of Northern 
Virginia Services Corp., which pro 
vides a cleaning service to the IRS, 
was diagnosed with TB last week. 
The Lowell resident, who is being 
treated at St. John’s Hospital in Low 
ell, worked on the night shift at the 
IRS. 

Six more of the 28 employees of 
the cleaning company tested positive 
for TB over the weekend. Of those 
six, three are from Lowell, two are 
from Lawrence and one is from 
Peabody. Further tests are being 
done on the seven. 

A doctor for the state health 
department told the IRS Tuesday 
that the 2,400 regular IRS employees, 
several of whom are from Andover, 
don’t need to be tested. 

State and IRS health officials Mon 
day decided that, to satisfy employ 
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ees’ questions and concerns, an inde 
pendent private contractor would be 
hired to test the air in the building 
for the presence of the TB bacteria. 
Officials also began an in-house 
training program for IRS health per- 
sonnel on Tuesday, according to 
Kverett Penney, Andover’s health 
director, 

“(TB) is a bacterial infection that 
gets into the lungs and destroys your 
lung tissue,” Mr, Penney said, 

It is spread through coughing, 
spitting and primarily sneezing, 
according to Mr, Penney. 

Initial symptoms include cough- 
ing and upper respiratory conges- 
tion, fever and night sweats. Symp- 
toms show up six to eight weeks after 
exposure, and the disease can fester 
for six months ora year, 

TB created an epidemic in the 
1940s and 1950s when there was no 
treatment for it. Now it is treatable 
with antibiotics. Protocol for follow 
up after a positive test are rigid and 
have been in place since the 1950s, 
Mr. Penney said. But TB should not 
be taken lightly, according to the 
health director, 

“It’s amazing, Tuberculosis is 
such a serious disease and a lot of 
people don’t take it seriously any 
more,” Mr. Penney said. “People do 
die from it.” 

One or two positive tests for TB 
are reported in Andover every 
month, according to Mr Penney, 

The town initially was notified of 
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the cleaning employee with TB on 
Monday, March 2, according to Mr. 
Penney. The next day, the town’s 
health nurses went to the IRS to 
assist the state Department of Public 
Health in testing the other cleaning 
company employees who worked on 
the night shift with the Lowell man. 

The test consists of pricking the 
skin with a treated needle and wait- 
ing several days to see if a reaction 
occurs. Those who test positive for 
carrying the bacteria then need a 
chest X-ray to deterinine if they actu- 
ally have an infection. 

Treatment for those who test posi- 
tive for carrying the bacteria 
includes taking preventive medica 
tions for six months. 

TB is more common among immi- 
grant, AIDS and homeless popula 
tions, according to Mr. Penney. 

“People’s immune systems get 
compromised” in these socio-eco 
nomic conditions, he said. 

But it is not confined to disenfran 
chised, minority populations. he 
said, 

People should be concerned about 
TB, not just because of the cases at 
the IRS, but in general, Mr. Penney 
said. 

“Oh yeah. Very much so.” Mr. 
Penney said, “It’s a highly conta 
gious disease and it can lead to death 
if untreated,” 

There is no connection between 
the TB cases at the IRS and the death 
last week of a 34-year-old Lawrence 
woman who also worked for the 
cleaning crew at the IRS. according 
to state health officials, who also said 
she didn’t die of TB

the flexibility to use civilian flag 
persons instead of, or in conjune- 
tion with, police on maintenance 
and construction jobs. 

The state would pay the civil- 
ian flag persons $7-11 an hour 
instead of the $20-$30 an hour 
police receive for working the 
paid details. Although the cur 
rent proposal is specific to state 
jobs, opponents fear the flexibili- 
ty would spread to cities, towns 
and private utilities. 

Lieutenants Phillip Froburg 
and Arthur Ricci and five patrol- 
men joined their fellow officers 
at the Statehouse Monday where 
the bill was being debated in 
committee. Andover officers 
were also present at a previous 
hearing on the bill at the State- 
house last Manday, March 2. The 
bill is still under consideration 
by a House committee. 
Proponents argue: 

* The MHD spent $9,532,157 for 
details in 1991, 38 percent for 
state police, at $26 per hour, and 
59 percent for local police at an 
average of $22 per hour. 
(Andover police average $30 an 
hour for paid details, according 
to Chief James Johnson.) 

* Police get paid a four-hour 
minimum, regardless of actual 
time spent on the job. 

* Most collective bargaining 
agreements stipulate rank offi- 
cers be present, at a higher wage, 
if two or more police are at one 
site, 

+ In some communities 
(although not Andover), the state 
must pay up to 10 percent pro- 
cessing fee of the total detail 
costs to the city or town supply- 
ing the police, . 

: The details account for 5 per: 
cent of total construction costs 
and that millions of dollars in 
savings could be put back into 
the roadways. 

« The legislation would also 
create more jobs, 

* The legislation would clarify 
the ambiguity of the law, which 


does not specifically state there 
must be police presence on a 
state construction and mainte- 
nance jobs. 

* Most states employ civilian 
flag persons instead of, or in con- 
junction with, police. 
Opponents argue: 

- Taking police off the jobs 
will endanger the public. 

* Civilians hired as flag per- 
sons would add to the state pay- 


roll and increase the cost of 
health insurance and retirement 


benefits. 

In addition, Chief Johnson 
said details have been used as a 
bargaining chip to keep base 
salaries down in the past. 

“It has always been factored 
into the negotiation process,” he 
said. “They want to eliminate it 
100 percent, and I think that’s 
wrong. It shouldn’t be taken 
away by the wave of a pen.” 

Taking the details away would 
be unfair and would make it 
more difficult to settle police con- 
tracts without more money, the 
chief said. 

“Like everything else in Mas: 
sachusetts, we seem to be a reac- 
tive society. If abuses in road 
work (exist), let’s sit down and 
adjust it,’ Chief Johnson said. 

The chief said the hourly 
wage is probably not negotiable, 
but the number of situations 
where an officer is required 
might be a bargaining chip. 

Thomas Siopes, patrolmen’s 
union president, on this rare 
oceasion, agreed with the chief. 

“There’s still a right to bar- 
gain involved here,” Officer 
Siopes said. 

Officer Siopes said the oppor: 
tunity for overtime and detail 
work has always been presented 
as a condition of employment. 

The chief acknowledged that 
there is no law en the books 
requiring a police officer on road 
jobs, and said it is really up to 
the town manager as to when 
and where they should be pre- 
sent,

In Andover, Interstate 93 and Route 495 
are covered by the state police, unless there 
is a big job. Route 125 is a toss-up and routes 
133 and 28 would be detailed by Andover 
police, 

The chief argues that the psychological 
“intimidation” of a police uniform on the 
roadway is what slows traffic down, not the 
flag person. He has always opposed officers 
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wearing baseball-style hats on the road jobs 
for the same reason — they lack authority. 

“The men in blue have taken a bum rap 
again,” the chief said. 

State Rep. Gary Coon, R-Andover, said he 
received a letter about the bill from the 
Andover Police Department signed by a 
number of officers, but that he had not made 
up his mind on the proposed legislation.

The school department will receive 
$540,000 next year its share of money for 
merly paid to finance loans to covert the 
Doherty Elementary School to a middle 
school, to build the Collins Center and to 
build the WMS media center. 


According to JoAnne Marden, of the 
Finance Committee, Andover was reim 
bursed by the state for half the payment, 
with the exception of last year, 

“What we did to pay that other half last 
year that had been paid by the state, was to 
take money from the town’s and schools’ cap- 
ital maintenance fund,” which left the fund 
at about $200,000, she told the Vownsman 
Nednesday afternoon. 

At the beginning of Tuesday’s School 
Committee meeting, five WMS students 
addressed the committee and described three 
areas thay believe need immediate attention 

the school’s heating system, the bathrooms 
and broken lockers. 


“There are close to 50 students who have 
had things stolen out of their lockers because 
they don’t work,” said Andy Raven, a WMS 
eighth-grader. 

Under the administration’s plan to spend 
the capital outlay money, WMS will receive 
approximately $37,500 for new lights, $10,000 
to study the ventilation in the auditorium, 
and between $50,000 and $75,000 for new inte 
rior doors, exterior doors, exit lights and oth- 
er fire safety items. 

Many of the parents who spoke at Tues 
day night’s meeting were angry that more 
money had not been set aside to fix problems 
they believe are affecting the health, safety 
and learning environment at the school. 

“A chunk of the ceiling fell down the other 
day. Someone is going get hurt. When are 
you going fix things like this? ” asked WMS 
parent Mary Ann Jelson, 89 Dascomb Road. 

Frank Paul, the schools’ business manag- 
er, said overall WMS is structurally sound, 
and many of the problems could be fixed 
with regular maintenance money and would 
not need the large expenditures that are cov- 
ered by the capital outlay plan.

“Not everything (parents) are 
talking about is cosmetic.

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Girl Scouts mark 80 years 


Today marks the 80th anniversary of Girl 
Scouting in the United States. Girl Scouts 
from the Girl Scout council serving the 
Washington, D.C., area will gather in Wash 
ington to launch their national service pro 
ject, “Girl Scouts Care for the Earth.” The 
project is a national effort to promote envi 
ronmental awareness. 


Juliette Gordon Low, founder of the Girl 
Scouts organization, was born Oct. 31, 1860, 
in Savannah, Ga. 

A sensitive and talented youngster, 
Daisy, as she was known to family and 
friends, spent a happy childhood in her 
large Savannah home, which has been pur- 
chased and restored by Girl Scouts of the 
U.S.A. Now know as the Juliette Gordon 
Low Girl Scout National Center, the house 
was designated a registered historic land 
mark in 1965. 

Juliette Gordon married William Mac 
kay Low, a wealthy Englishman, in 1886, 
Although the couple moved to England, 
Mrs. Low continued to divide her time 
between the British Isles and | Amer ica, 


‘Something for the girls of all the world’ 


President and Mrs. Bush, members of the 
Cabinet and Congress and representatives of 
the Forest Service, Soil Conservation and 
Wildlife Service will gather for the kickoff. 
National Girl Scout President LaRae Orul- 
lian will announce the winners of the nation 
al environmental poster contest. Five win- 
ning posters from this area will be included. 


After her husband’s death in 1905, Mrs. 
Low spent several years drifting without a 
sense of direction, All this changed in 1911, 
when she met Sir Robert Baden-Powell, 
founder of the Boy Scouts and Girl Guides, 
and became interested in the new youth 
movement. One year later, she returned to 
the United States and made her historic 
phone call to a friend, saying: “I’ve got 
something for the girls of Savannah, and all 
America, and all the world, and we're going 
to start it tonight.” 

Thus, on March 12, 1912, Mrs. Low gath- 
ered 18 girls together to organize the first 
two American Girl Guide troops. Daisy 
Gordon, her niece, was the first registered 
member. 


Local council helps environment 


Girl Scouts will initiate environmental 
service projects in their communities. Scouts 
from the local Spar and Spindle Girl Scout 
Council will organize recycling days, initiate 
coastal cleanups, plant flowers and trees 
throughout the community, write articles on 
ways to conserve energy and promote ways 
to develop a healthy lifestyle as a part of the 
year-long campaign. 

Hileen Prose, former host of Channel 5's 
Good Day Show, will serve as keynote speak- 
er at the council’s annual meeting in April. 
She will be honored by the Girl Scouts as a 
Woman of Distinction. 

This will kick off a year-long celebration 
of Girl Scouts honoring women in their com- 
munities for their successes in their fields. A 
Women of Distinction Alliance will be 
formed in May. The alliance will offer wom- 
en an affiliation with the Girl Scout move- 
ment for the purpose of lending their influ- 
ence, financial support and personal talent 
for the benefit of girls in Spar and Spindle.

Bancroft Elementary School 

There are currently 600 students at 
Bancroft School and although the 
building’s closets are now being used 
for tutoring space, the school still has 
separate art and music rooms, said 
Principal Debra Dunn. 

Still, she believes Bancroft should 
house 75 fewer students in order to pro 
vide an “ideal” environment 

With fewer students, each grade lev 
el would be able to have its own self- 
contained classroom and closets. 

What was once storage space is now 
used for resource teaching, learning 
disabilities and Chapter One tutoring, 
she said. 

If more students are enrolled at Ban 
croft under the new redistricting plan, 
Ms. Dunn said her school will have to 
convert either its music or art room to 
classrooms. She is also concerned that 
a larger number of students next year 
especially in the second grade — could 
push student-teacher ratio to 26-to-one 
or higher. Ms. Dunn said the average 
ratio in the other grades is 25-to-1. 

Two of Bancroft’s unique architec- 
tural features, one large skylight and 
several smaller ones, plus the 4,000- 
plus-square-foot media center, present 
some of the school’s space and mainte 
nance problems. 

The school has an open-floor plan 
around the central media center. The 
open-floor plan leaves few rooms that 
can be flexible enough to be converted 
to self-contained rooms. Self-contained 
rooms are needed, according to Ms. 
Dunn, because projects such as all-

grade meetings work better in these 
quieter rooms. 

The skylight, which has leaked since 
the school was built more than 20 
years ago, continues to be a problem, 
The School Committee has earmarked 
$100,000 of its capital-improvement 
money to address the skylight leaks at 
Bancroft. 

In addition to the leaky skylight, 
Bancroft has ventilation problems, 
said Ms. Dunn. Bancroft’s main office 
tested higher than any other school in 
the system for radon exposure. Radon 
is an odorless, colorless gas that seeps 
into buildings from the ground because 
of normal decay of uranium and radi-

Depending on the amount of expo- 
sure and length of exposure, radon can 
increase the risk of developing lung 
cancer, according to the state's 
Department of Public Health. 

According to Everett Penney, the 
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town’s health director, the principal’s 
office at Bancroft reported a reading of 
four picocuries per liter of air, the max: 
imum level considered safe by the 
Environmental Protection Agency. 

The EPA suggests rooms with read- 
ings of four picocuries should be better 
ventilated and re-tested in six months. 
Jim Brightney, of the town’s municipal 
maintenance department, said fans 
will be put into the office and “proper 
ventilation” is a high priority on his 
work list. 

“Right now I just keep my door 
open,” said Ms, Dunn, 


South Elementary School 

“Next year I am scheduled to get one 
more classroom of kindergarten stu- 
dents from Shawsheen (currently a vol- 
unteer enrollment program). If I do, | 
have no place to put them,” said Jade 
Reitman, principal of South School, 
which is considered by the school 
administration to be the most crowded 
elementary school in Andover. There 
are 473 students at South, including 
morning and afternoon kindergarten 
students. 

With the addition of three kinder- 
garten classes this fall — two morning 
and one afternoon session ~ Ms. Reit- 
man converted the school’s art and 
music rooms into regular classrooms, 

“If we get one more class the only 
thing I think I can do is consolidate the 
four third-grade classes this year into 
three fourth-grades classes next year,” 
she said. 

Reducing the number of fourth- 
grade classes next year would push the 
student-teacher ratio to at least 25-to- 
one and possibly higher if more fourth- 
grade students enroll, Ms, Reitman 
said. Current ratios at South run as 
high as 27-to-one in the fourth grade

Because of budget cuts, not every art 
and music teacher is assigned to one 
school. South, like the other schools, is 
allotted a certain amount of art and 
music time each week. 

“The time we have been given 
doesn’t allow for the art and music 
teachers to get from one class to anoth- 
er, so we had to schedule the special 
ists’ time in each grade one class after 
the other,” said Ms. Reitman. 

One of many negative aspects of this 
scheduling, she said, is that it doesn’t 
allow a teacher to meet with a grade 
team and plan lessons and programs 
for the coming week. 

“That's really depressing because 
we were beginning to see so many pro- 
grams develop with the interaction 
between teachers,” said Ms. Reitman. 
“Without the planning, you watch your 
programs get denigrated.” 

Art and music teachers and class- 
room teachers no longer have storage 
space because it has been used to house 
Chapter One, special needs and learn- 
ing disabilities tutoring programs. 

“The art and music teachers can’t do 
certain projects with the kids because 
they have to carry around their materi- 
al on a cart. They also don’t have stor- 
age space so the hallways serve as clos: 
ets in many cases,” Ms, Reitman said. 
West Elementary School 

One of two music rooms remain in 
the wake of the space crunch at West 
Elementary School, said Principal 
Jack Coyle. 

One art room and one music room 
were converted to classroom space 
when kindergarten students returned 
to West last September. There are cur- 
rently 890 students at West Elemen- 
tary, the largest of the four elementary 
schools. 

“T think 750 students would be a 
comfortable population here,” said Mr. 
Coyle. “That would give.us two music 
and two art rooms, as well as separate 
special education and Chapter One 
tutoring spaces,” 

An addition in 1970 added class- 
rooms as well as another gym and a 
number of smaller spaces for special- 
education classrooms at each grade 
level.

If the population at West Elemen- 
tary grows, Mr. Coyle anticipates hav- 
ing to convert the remaining music 
room to a regular classroom. If the 
enrollment were to grow by more than 
100 students, he believes some of the 
special-education space will have to go, 
too, 

Mr. Coyle estimates the majority of 
the classrooms have student-teacher 
ratios of about 21-to-one in the lower 
grades and some as high as 26-to-one in 
the higher grades. 

Sanborn Elementary School 

Art and music rooms have also been 
sacrificed for extra classroom space at 
Sanborn. Art and music teachers wheel 
their supplies to each classroom on a 
cart, said Principal Eileen Woods. 

Music for the kindergarten students, 
Which usually involves more move- 
ment-orientated exercises, are held in 
the cafeteria. 

Sanborn’s fourth grade has the 
largest student-teacher ratio in the 
building, 29-to-one. The classes aren't 
always that large, said Ms. Woods,

because during language arts classes, 
the six special-needs students go to 
tutoring. Because of the large number 
of both mainstreamed and special-edu- 
cation fourth-graders, Sanborn has its 
own instructional assistant for the 
fourth grade. 


Currently there are 445 students at. 


Sanborn. The ratios at the third- and 
fifth-grade level are the second highest 
at the school at 26-to-one. 

Because of limited space, instrumen- 
tal music lessons are taught on the 
stage and the school orchestra meets in 
what once was the supply storage area, 
said Ms. Woods. Former storage closets 
are also used for special-education 
tutoring, she said. 

Because the computer room can 
only adequately hold 17 computers, the 
rest of the school’s computers have 
been placed in classrooms. Music and 
art teachers lost their storage space to

tutors and now keep most of their sup 
plies in the teachers’ room, said the 
principal. 

What used to be a teachers’ room a 
few years ago was converted to a music 
room last year and is now used for the 
kindergarten, Ms. Woods said. 

Administrators had to split the 
school’s library space into two rooms 
because of space constraints. The 
Chapter One coordinator lost office 
space and now has a small desk in the 
school’s main office. 

Despite some of the space problems 
and strain it has meant for Ms. Woods, 
her staff and the students, Sanborn 
School has excelled and was recently 
one of six public elementary schools in 
the state to be nominated by the U.S. 
Department of Education for an excel- 
lence award.

What’s all the fuss over Petro’s 
Seafood & Deli? The situation 
shouldn’t be as complicated as it is. 

This is just another controversy in 
a series of disputes in Andover that 
end up making the town sound like a 
dysfunctional family, one that thrives 
on chaos, stress and divisiveness. 

Like most controversies, both sides 
here are at fault and both sides need to 
give and to negotiate, 

Here’s what’s happened. Petro’s, a 
popular seafood deli at 16 Post Office 
Ave., recently added to its repertoire 
by serving meals several evenings a 
week. Recognizing a good thing, it 
expanded what it had to offer. Previ- 
ously, Petro’s was a takeout seafood 
deli. Now it’s a deli and a restaurant. 

But the town has rules about that, 
rules that its residents approved for a 
reason: to make sure the town grows 
in an orderly fashion and that a mer- 
chant doesn’t just do what he or she 
pleases without regard to safety, town 
planning, parking and scores of other 
issues. 

On the other hand, Andover should 
be nurturing its businesses, especially 
one that is enjoying success and wants 
to expand. Read Natalie Schorr’s let- 
ter on the next page. She loves Petro’s 

and says it reminds her “of the fare in 
excellent and unpretentious small 
Kuropean restaurants now hard to 
find.” Certainly the restaurant adds to 
the flavor of downtown Andover and 
we want it to stay and thrive here. 

But apparently the restaurant 
expanded without bothering to obtain 
the proper permits. Maybe that was 
an oversight. Maybe it wasn’t. That’s 
not the point. The point is that the 
building inspector, instead of ordering 
a cease-and-desist order, could step 
over to the restaurant, tell the owner 
that he’s operating illegally, and offer 
to show him the way to obtain the 
proper permits. The owner, then, 
should thank the building inspector 
for his understanding, and get busy 
quickly, doing what he needs to be 
open as a restaurant, too. The inspec- 
tor could give Petro’s a deadline and 
the owner should work overtime to 
meet it. 


That is called compromise. Try it. It 
works, And when it works, everyone 
is a winner: the town, the business, 
future businesses, taxpayers and con- 
sumers,

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Dispatchers take 
exception to edit 


Editor, Townsman: 

We feel it necessary to correct a 
number of inaccuracies in your March 
5 article about police salaries versus 
dispatcher salaries. (“Setting priori- 
ties,” page 38, March 5 editorial.) 

As dispatchers we have the highest 
regard and respect for Officer Siopes 
and all other members of the police 
department and the patrolmen’s union. 
However, the union does not speak for, 
nor does it negotiate for the dispatch 
ers. Furthermore, we are not police dis- 
patchers but rather central town dis 
patchers, also serving the fire depart- 
ment, 

The comparison of the salary of the 
highest-paid dispatcher, who is a 
supervisor, to that of a patrolman was 
irresponsible and misleading. 
Although comparison of salaries 
should never be made in any circum- 
stances, in this case it was initiated by 
Officer Siopes and reported by the 
Townsman, If comparisons were to be 
made, they should have been dispatch 
supervisor versus patrolmen supervi- 
sor or dispatcher versus patrolman. 

If the Townsman had researched 
this properly (and it is a matter of pub- 
lic record) they would have seen the 
difference. 

In actual fact, a patrolman’s starting 
salary is $2,000 more than a dispatch- 
er’s. It should be pointed out that the 
dispatcher’s salary is current, while 
the patrolman’s salary is based on a 
contract which expired three years 
ago. Had the patrolmen accepted a con- 
tract similar to that of the dispatchers, 
the difference between the salaries 
would be $5,000. We find it difficult to 
believe that a responsible paper did not 
properly investigate this claim. 

All salaries are based (on) negotiat- 
ed contracts which contain cost of liv- 
ing increases and longevity considera- 
tions to a maximum agreed to via a pay 
scale incorporated into the contract. 

Further, there are financial incen 
tives available to police officers, such 
as the Quinn Bill. If a police officer 
chooses to not take advantage of these 
incentives, then the lower wages are 
self-imposed. It should be pointed out 
that these incentives are not available 
to dispatchers. 

We as dispatchers do: not wish to 
engage in any controversy with our 
colleagues and friends in the police 
department. The nature of our work 
demands this, to ensure that the safety 
and well-being of the citizens is the 
highest priority. We will support the 
collective bargaining process they are 
engaged in and wish them well. Howev- 
er, we will not be used as a bargaining 
tool in that process. 

To reiterate, we believe your article 
of March 5 was poorly researched and 
misrepresented the facts. 

We will continue to be responsible 


to the citizens of Andover to protect 
them and care for them and their well- 
being. We believe that these same citi- 
zens are entitled to responsible jour- 
nalism by the only newspaper in our 
town. They deserve this much.

(Editor's response: In last week's 
editorial, “Setting priorities,” the editor 
compared the salaries of a police officer 
and a dispatcher. 

However, the comparisons were not 
appropriate because the dispatcher’s 
pay included her base pay, as well as 
her overtime pay. But the patrolman’s 
pay only included his salary, not his 
overtime or detail pay. 

In addition, the police are working 
without a contract, so the dispatchers’ 
salaries include raises of approximately 
5 percent for each of the last three years 


for a total of 15 percent, which the 


patrolmen have not received. 

Also, the dispatcher referenced last 
week has a salary that includes a 6 per- 
cent differential for working the 5 p.m- 
to-1 a.m. shift.)

After last week's tough 68-55 
tournament loss to Lexington, 
Andover High boys’ varsity bas 
ketball Coach Dave Fazio needed 
a couple of days to recover from 
the roller coaster ride that was 
the Golden Warriors’ 1991-92 sea- 
son. 

“There were a lot of peaks and 
valleys,” admitted Fazio with a 
laugh. “But if anything, our kids 
learned how to bounce back from 
adversity.” 

Injuries to key players, tough 
losses at crucial times and a mys 
terious inability to beat Central 
Catholic created the valleys, 
which were balanced off by sev- 
eral impressive victories and the 
maturation of 13 young men over 
a three-month period. 

“When the season started our 
goals were to win the league title 
and get into the tournament, 
Anything can happen from that 
point,” said Fazio. “I felt with 
three quality players like Sean 
Ryan, Chris Shea and Kevin 
Ring those weren’t unrealistic 
expectations. 


“If we could have kept every- 
one healthy the whole season we 
probably would have attained 
those goals.” 

As it turned out the Warriors 
came close, winning their first 
eight league games and leading 
the Large School Division until 
late-season losses to Central 
(twice), Haverhill and Billerica 
made them settle for second 
place. 

Three of those four losses 
were by four or fewer points. 

Andover advanced deeper into 
the Eastern Mass. Tournament 
than any other Merrimack Val- 
ley Conference school (everyone 
qualified), beating Woburn (69- 
44), No. 5 seed Salem (58-55 in 
overtime) and storied Cambridge 
Rindge & Latin (52-50) before 
bowing to Lexington in the 
North Sectional semifinal. 

The Minutemen were subse- 
quently ousted by South Boston. 

The overall record was 16-8, 
giving former Central Catholic 
and Salem State College standout

The Lady Warrior hoopsters last week 
completed the finest season in the history of 
the sport at AHS, a hard-fought 63-45 loss to 
Haverhill in the Bastern Mass, Division 1 
North Tournament semifinals putting the 
wraps On a 19-4 season.

Brian Mayberry of Andover High School 
not only broke two school records at last 
weekend's state swimming and diving cham- 
pionships, he also broke his finger. 

He did it powering into the finish touch 
pad in the next to last heat of the 50-yard 
freestyle. 

“IT looked up and said, ‘wait a second, I 
know I swam fast but...’ ” he said. The reason 
for his comment was an apparent American 
record time of :19.02 on the scoreboard at the 
finish of his sprint race, 

When corrections were made his time was 
‘21,75, :29 ahead of the first-place finisher in 
the top-seeded heat and giving him the gold 
medal and a new school record in the event. 

Mayberry took the 100 free from an out- 
side lane in another school record perfor- 
mance of :48.28. He is the first Golden War 
rior on the men’s team to capture state titles. 

Paced by Mayberry and junior Matt Liber 
ty’s second-place finish in the 500-yard 
freestyle and seventh in the 200 free, the AHS 
mermen placed fifth overall in the state com 
petition in a field of 67 teams. This marks a 
14 place improvement over last season, Lib 
erty’s 200 free time of 1:49.63 was also a new 
school record, one of six the team set at the 
meet. 

The 200-yard medley relay team of senior 
co-capt. Mat: Jennings, Mayberry, Liberty 
and freshman Chris Blongiewicz finished in 
seventh place in an NSR time of 1:45.80, 
demolishing the previous 1:48.22 set earlier 
this season. 

Jennings had an 11th place in the 200-yard 
individual medley in a personal best time of 
2:08.22. Blongiewicz was 13th in a 2:09.20. 

Liberty brought home his second in the 
500 free and freshman Adam Schoen finished 
10th. : 

Manu Sharma, senior co-capt.Chris 
DeMartino, Schoen and Blongiewicz lowered 
the existing school record in the 200 free to 


1:36.22 for 12th place, Jennings finished 12th 
in the 100-yard backstroke in a personal best 
‘58.53. Blongiewicz swam a personal best

Schoen, Jennings, Liberty and Mayberry 
blazed to a 3:23.38 fifth-place finish to lower 
‘the 400 relay mark for the fourth time this 
season.

He earned 
qualifying scores of 165 or better in four dual 
meets this season, placed fourth in the MVC 
championships and 10th at North Sectionals 
and established a new school diving record of 
212.60 in the meet with Lowell. 

The Golden Warriors were undefeated in 
the Merrimack Valley Conference dual meet 
competition, knocking off once-powerful 
Chelmsford for the first time since the incep- 
tion of swimming as a varsity sport in the 
MVC, 

They bested Chelmsford, Nashua, Lowell. 
Haverhill and Westford to capture the confer 
ence league meet. 

They finished third in the North Sectional 
championship behind Acton-Boxboro and 
Weston and capped off the season with a 
fifth-place finish at the state championships. 

Speaking of Mayberry’s accomplishments 
at States, Head Coach Rick Battistini said, “1 
told him at the beginning of the season that 
he could win both the 50 and the 100 at States. 
I don’t think he believed me until after he 
won the 50 today.” 

Assistant coach Abby Robb explained that 
the success at States was a result of the way 
the entire team pulled together all season. 
“We got the best that everyone had to give 
today,” she said, noting that several mem- 
bers of the team have one more big USS meet 
this weekend. “Some of the guys are not 
quite through tapering so their times and fin- 
ishes at States were really good for where 
they are with their training.”

They had almost as many lives as an

The Golden Warriors hung with top 
seeded Lexington for 29 of the 32 mi 
utes, but the Minutemen closed with a 
17-6 rush to end Andover’s Hastern 
Mass. Tournament hopes 68-55 in the 
North Sectional semifinal round. 

“We played four games against qua 
ity opponents in a short period of time, 
and it’s tough to keep up the pace we 
established against Woburn, Salem 
and Cambridge,” said Coach Dave 
Fazio.

The Lady Warriors sueceeded in 
frustrating the Hillies’ point guard, 
even getting her on the bench with

week, 

Guertin’s departure and the taking 
of the lead coincided, but then Cindy 
Murphy led an 8-2 Haverhill blitz at the

“We hadn't worried about Murphy 
because she didn't do much against us 
the first two games,” said Sullivan.

“When Haverhill finally started 
pulling away I tried everything I could 
think of, including calling three time- 
outs,” said Sullivan. “But suddenly we 
were rushing down the floor, throwing 
up the first shot available, and getting 
no second shots. We didn’t go to the 
hole. When you go to the hole you usu 
ally go to the line,” 

The line became a sore spot when 
three Andover starters were saddled 
with foul problems in the second half, 
all three eventually fouling out. 

Junior point-guard Lindsey 
Sweeney checked out midway through 
the half, junior forward Kerry Hagerty 
exited with 4:01 to play, and senior cen 
ter and Tri-Captain Amy O’Sullivan 
was gone 34 seconds after Hagerty. 


Perry saddled 

Game-high scorer Grace Perry also 
had four fouls and “was afraid to drive 
to the basket. 

“The fouls didn’t cost us the game,” 
prefaced Coach Sullivan. “But we end 
ed up with 29 personals to Haverhill’s 
11, That's quite a difference.” 


The Hillies finished 18-for-31 at the 
line to Andover’s 6-for-17. 

“It was the first time Hagerty’s ever 
fouled out of a game. When you lose 
three starters it puts a lot of pressure 
on the subs. Suddenly you have girls in 
there that haven't played a lot under 
these circumstances. 

“They look over at the bench and see 
the starting point-guard, the second 
leading scorer and a top rebounder out 
of the game. Then they look around at a 
huge crowd and say ‘whoa!’” 

Sullivan inserted injured (knee) 
senior center Stephanie Kupa for some 
security and stability, but the Hillies 
were pumped and they went on aa 13-0 
run at 35-31 and a 7-0 tear at 50-35 to put 
the game on ice. 

“They go 11 deep and eventually we 
just couldn’t match them defensively,” 
said Sullivan, 

Grace Perry finished her AHS hoop 
career with a 19-point performance, 
including two late three-pointers. 

Kerry Hagerty added nine points, 
Marcia Gemmell six, Zahia Kattar 
four, Amy O’Sullivan four and Lindsey 
Sweeney three.

All three of his teams have qualified 
for the tournament. 

Seven seniors 

“The seniors were great,” said 
Fazio. “What hurts most is to see them 
graduate. You work hard and have fun 
with these kids for several years, and 
then all of a sudden it’s over. We're los: 
ing seven good players who are also 
great people. 

“They've been with me since | 
walked in the building three years ago, 
and I hate to see them go.Hopefully 
some of them will come back from time 
to time to check up on us.”

In addition to the physical problems, 
Shea also faced the emotional stress of 
losing a family member. 

He showed a lot of courage and 
determination by coming off the bench 
to play in the Lexington finale. 

“T know he didn’t want the season to 
end without playing at least one more 
time,” said Fazio. “He received the doc- 
tor’s okay the day before the game, and 
it says a lot about his character that he 
went out there and played. 

“Chris's best basketball is definitely 
ahead of him, and it’s unfortunate for 
us that we didn’t have him at his 
peak.” 

The Warriors received an early dose 
of reality when Methuen upset them 
69-63 in overtime in the opening round 
of the Christmas Tournament, and two 
games later Central scored the first of 
its three backbreaking wins over And- 
over.

MVP scored a probable single-season 
school record 502 points to finish with 
945 career points, 

Ryan also won himself a spot in a 
TV commercial with Larry Bird and 
Kareem Abdul-Jabbar, and was fea- 
tured on Channel 5 sportscaster Mike 
Lynch's “High Five” segment last Fri- 
day evening.

(1) Access to and egress from all parking areas shall be only via driveways which meet the design stan 
dards of Section VI.A.5.e. 

(2) All portions of all parking spaces, loading areas and maneuvering aisles shall be set back a minimum 
of five (5) feet from any street or way and a minimum of five (5) feet from any property line. Curbs, 
wheel stops, screening or similar barriers shall be installed along the setback line for parking and load 
Ing to prevent vehicles from being parked or driven within required selback areas or required land 
scaped areas 

(3) Each required off-street parking space and loading area shall be designed so that any motor vehicle 
may proceed to and from said parking space or loading area without requiring the moving of any other 
vehicle or the passing over of any other parking space or loading area; 

(4) Each parking area shall be designed to provide a circulation system within the lot so that all vehicles 
may exit from and enter into the adjacent street or way by being driven in a forward direction and no 
vehicle shall be required to enter or leave by backing; 

(5) All required parking areas shall be paved and parking Spaces marked to provide delineation between 
parking stalls and aisles 

d. Handicapped parking: 

(1) Parking facilities shall provide designated parking spaces designed for physically handicapped 

persons in accordance with the rules and regulations of the Architectural Barriers Board of the 

Massachusetts Department of Public Works; 

(2) Each handicapped parking space shall be clearly marked by a sign and shall be located near 

the entrance of the building served. 

e. Driveways 

(1) The maximum number of driveways permitting entrance to and exit from a lot shall be limited to two (2) 
per streelline 

(2) The minimum width of a driveway used for two way traffic shall be twenty-four (24) feet. The minimum 
width of a driveway used for one-way traffic shall be fourteen (14) feet. The maximum width shall not 
exceed thirty (30) feet 

(3) Driveways shall be located so as to minimize conflict with traffic on public streets and where good visi 
bility and sight distances are available to observe approaching pedestrian and vehicular traffic 

{. Loading Areas 

(1) An adequate number of off-street loading areas shall be provided for any use which may be serviced 
by delivery vehicles; 

(2) Loading areas shall be located in side or rear yards only; 

(3) Each loading area shall be located separately from employee and customer parking and shall be de 
Signed to protect pedestrian safely and avoid traffic conflicts with vehicles within, without, and entering 
and leaving the lot where the loading area is located; 

(4) No area may be utilized and counted as both a required parking space and a required loading area; 

(5) Each loading area shall consist of a bay measuring at least thirty (30) feet long, twelve (12) feet wide 
and fourteen (14) feet high if covered and a maneuvering space equal to the length of the bay. 

g. Maintenance: Parking areas, loading spaces, and landscaping shall be continuously maintained, 
and whenever necessary, surfacing, lighting, parking space markings and plantings shall be re- 
placed or repaired, and drainage structures maintained . Failure to adequately maintain parking fa- 
cilities shall be considered a violation of this Bylaw. 

6. Parking in the Apartment Districts 
a. Required spaces shall be located either in an off-street paved area or ina garage or carport 
b. Said spaces shall be located within two hundred (200) feet from the outside entrance to the dwelling unit 

being served 

c, Said spaces located in a driveway providing access to more than one dwelling unil shall not reduce the ef 
fective width of the driveway to less than twelve (12) feet 

d. Any way or driveway providing principal access to six (6) or more dwelling units or eight (8) or more parking 
spaces shall conform to applicable provisions of the Planning Board regulations for minor residential ways 
Belore granting a Special Permit the Board of Appeals shall request a report from the Planning Board on 
the extent of such conformity 

7. Parking in the General Business Districts 
a. Provision of Parking: Off-street parking shall be provided as specified in Section VI.A.4 of this Bylaw (Table 

of Off-Street Parking Requirements) 

Location of Parking Spaces: The required number of off-street spaces shall be provided on the same lot as 

the use or uses in question unless the Planning Board grants a Special Permit for a change in parking 

space requirements under Section VI.A.9 of this Bylaw. 

c. No additional parking spaces required: No additional parking spaces shall be required for a pro- 
posed land use in accordance with Section VI.A.4 if: 

(1) a change of use or rearrangement of uses in an existing building does not result in an increase 
in the number of required parking spaces; 

(2) the total computed parking spaces required for a particular use, including a particular use in an 
existing multi-use building, is six (6) spaces or less, This shall not apply to proposals involving 
the total renovation/redevelopment of a structure; 

(3) having applied (1) and (2) above, a change of use in an existing building results in a net in- 
crease in the number of required parking spaces, and that net increase /s three (3) spaces or 
less. If the change of use results In a net increase of more than three (3) spaces, then the total 
number of parking spaces shall be provided. 

d. Multiple Uses Sharing a Common Parking Lot; Required parking spaces may be provided for two (2) or 
more uses on a common lot if the total space available is not less than the sum of the spaces required for 
each use individually, The required number of spaces on a cominon lot may be reduced by a Special Per- 
mit under Section VI.A.9 if it can be shown that the parking needs for the uses are such that a lower total 
will serve all uses adequately 

e, Nonconforming Buildings and Uses: The following preexisting, nonconforming buildings and uses need not 
meet current requirements of this section of the Zoning Bylaw but shall continue to meet the requirements 
of the Bylaw in effect when the building or use was first lawfully begun 

(1) Buildings and uses which were lawtully in existence at the time of the adoption of this Bylaw or any 
amendment thereto; 

(2) Buildings and uses for which a building permit or special permit was issued before the first publication 
of notice of the Public Hearing on such bylaw; and 

(3) Replacements alter catastrophe if the building is rebuilt not to exceed its precalastrophe size and if no 
change in use occurs (see Section VI.A.7.g).

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f. Extensions or Alterations of Nonconforming Buildings and Uses: Extensions or alterations of a preexisting, 

nonconforming building or use which requires a Special Permit under Section VIIA shall provide only the 
additional number of parking spaces which would be required for the extension or alteration 

g. Replacement After Catastrophe: The following parking requirements shall apply to a building or structure 
which has been damaged by fire, explosion or other catastrophe 

(1) If a building or structure which did not conform with Section VI.A.4 of the Zoning Bylaw is rebuilt not to 
exceed its precatastrophe size and if no change in use occurs, continuance of that nonconformance 
will be allowed 

(2) Any change in use shall require the building or structure to conform with Section VI.A.4 of the Zoning 
Bylaw 

(3) If a building or structure is rebuilt to exceed its precatastrophe size, the additional number of parking 
spaces which would be required for the excess floor area must be provided 

h, Compact car spaces: In parking lots of more than forty (40) parking spaces, up to thirty (30) percent 
of the spaces may be designed for compact cars to service all-day parkers in accordance with the 
design standards of Section VI.A.5. Compact car stalls shall be grouped in one or more contiguous 
areas and conspicuously identified by signs or pavement markings. 

8. Parking in the Industrial Districts: In all Industrial districts, the following shall apply 

a. Adequate off-street parking must be provided on the premises to service all parking demand created by 
new construction, whether through new structures or through additions to existing ones, or by change of 
use creating higher parking demands 

b. Buildings, structures and land uses in existence on the effective date of these provisions are not subject to 
these parking requirements and may be rebuilt, allered or repaired, but not enlarged or changed in use 
without becoming subject to them 

c. In applying for building or occupancy permits, the applicant must demonstrate that the minimum parking re 
quirements set forth below will be met for the new demand without counting existing parking 

d. The number of parking spaces required by Section VI.A.4. may be reduced upon the written determination 
of the Building Inspector, based on the Planning Board's written recommendation to him, following its site 
plan review, that special circumstances render a lesser number of spaces adequate for all parking needs 
In order to qualify for a reduction, the Petitioner must present a site plan showing that all parking spaces 
needed to meet the requirements of the Table of Off-Street Parking Requirements (Section VI.A.4.) could 
be built on the site. Those spaces to be waived shall be marked "Reserve Parking Area(s)" on the plan 
which shall be kept on file with a copy of the Planning Board's written recommendation and a copy of the 
Building Inspector's decision to grant a reduction. The “Reserve Parking Area(s)" are to be maintained as 
landscaped areas unless and until construction of additional parking spaces is required by the Building In 
spector. No building other than parking spaces will ever be allowed in this area 
(Amended 4-8-86, Art. 58) 

e. Only one driveway or entranceway will be permitted in any one hundred fifty (150) feet of frontage unless 
the frontage is less, in which case, a single driveway access to the property will be permitted 

f. Each parking area shall contain no more than two hundred forty (240) parking spaces 

g. Each parking area shall be enclosed (except for access points) by a landscaped buffer not less than twelve 
(12) feet wide, planted with shade trees 

h. Each parking area shall have interior landscaping areas, primarily planted with trees, equivalent in size to 
five (5) per cent of that parking area's total pavement area 

i. There shall be no more than thirty (30) spaces in any uninterrupted row 

j. The size of a parking space may be reduced to a compact car space as presented in Section VI.A.5 
for those spaces serving all-day parkers. Uses which generale frequent parking space turnover shall be 
required to have the standard size parking spaces 

9. Special Permits: In accordance with Section VIII.C. (Special Permits) and the objectives set forth in Sec- 
tion VI.A., the Planning Board may grant the following Special Permits: 

a. Main Street access in the General Business District and Mixed Use District: Where alternative access loca 
tions are feasible, parking lot driveways shall nol provide access onto Main Street unless granted a Special 
Permit by the Planning Board upon its determination that such access onto Main Street is dictated by con 
sideration of safety, congestion or conflict with other premises 
(Amended 4-6-88, Art. 62) 

b, Parking lot design in the General Business District: The design of a parking lot may differ from the 
requirements of Section VI.A.5 if granted a Special Permit by the Planning Board provided that such 
design satisfies the objectives of Section VI.A. and the design is prepared by a professional engli- 
neer or landscape architect. 

c. Special Permit for a Change in Parking Space Requirements: The number of off-street parking 
spaces required in accordance with Section VI.A. of this Bylaw for a use or uses in the General 
Business District may be changed by Special Permit in accordance with the following provisions: 

(1) Special Permit Criteria: The Planning Board, by Special Permit, may allow remote parking lots, shared 
parking lots, or any enforceable alternatives which it deems reasonable, based on the following criteria 
and other applicable provisions presented in this subsection: 

(a) The capacity, location and current level of use of existing parking facilities, both public and pri- 
vate; 

(b) The efficient and maximum use of the General Business District in terms of parking needs and 
services provided; 

(c) The relief of traffic and parking congestion; 

(d) The safety of pedestrians 

(e) The provision of reasonable access either by walking distance or shuttle vehicle arrangements 

(f) The maintenance of the character of the area 

(2) Shared parking: Shared private parking facilities for different buildings or uses may be allowed 
by Special Permit in the General Business District, subject to the following provisions: 

(a) Up to 50% of the parking spaces serving a building may be used jointly for other uses not 
norrnally open, used or operated during similar hours, The applicant must show that the 
peak parking demand and principal operating hours for each is use are suitable for a com- 
mon parking facility. 

(b) A written agreernent defining the joint use acceptable to the Planning Board of the common 
parking facility shall be executed by all parties concerned and approved by the Planning 
Board as part of the Special Permit process. Such agreement shall be recorded at the North 
Essex Registry of Deeds. 

(c) Any subsequent change in land uses for which the shared parking proposal was approved, 
and which results in the need for additional parking spaces, shall require a new Special Per- 
mit application under this subsection. 

(3) Remote Parking: Remote (satellite) parking areas may be authorized by the Planning Board by 
Special Permit, subject to the following provisions: 

(a) The satellite parking spaces will be used solely by the employees, and where practicable, 
clientele of the commercial use; 

(b) The off-site parking spaces shall be located to adequately serve the proposed use, and 
shall be within 600 hundred feet of the building served for clientele of the commercial use. 
Off-site parking for employees of the business may be located within a distance of 1200 
feet, unless shuttle vehicle arrangements are provided as a condition of the Special Permit. 
The parking distance shall be measured by the shortest route of pedestrian access, en- 
trance to entrance. 

(4) Pedestrian Access: Any proposals submitted under Section VI.A.9 which, in the opinion of the 
Planning Board, provide direct and vital pedestrian access to other abutting commercial prop- 
erties and serve to improve pedestrian accessibility in the General Business district, may re- 
duce the number of parking spaces required by 15%. Pedestrian access shall be provided 
through improved pathways, stairway access, or other physical improvements, and such ac- 
cess shall be clearly marked. 

(5) Off-Street Parking Fund: Land use proposals in the General Business District seeking a Special 
Permit pursuant to Section VI.A.9, may propose a one-time payment into an Off-Street Parking 
Fund for the purpose of developing public parking spaces. The Off-Street Parking Fund shall be 
separate from the General Fund and shall be established in a manner determined by Town 
Meeting. Expenditures from this fund shall require the approval of Town Meeting, or the ap- 
proval of an agency so authorized. Revenues from this fund shall be used exclusively for park- 
ing related projects which include land acquisition, parking facility construction, and engineer- 
ing drawings and specifications. Parking facilities developed from this fund shall directly bene- 
fit the aforementioned land use. 

Proposals for payment in lieu of off-street parking spaces shall meet the following require- 


ments: 
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(a) Payment into this fund shall be made as an alternative to providing the required on-site 
parking spaces and in accordance with a fee schedule adopted by the Board of Selectmen. 
The fee schedule shall consider the estimated cost of land and improvements necessary to 
support the parking requirements of the proposed use. . 

(b) Payment into the Off-Street Parking Fund shall be made prior to the issuance of a building 
permit. 

(c) Such payment in lieu of providing on-site parking spaces shall run with the land, and any 
subsequent change in use that requires more parking than provided for shall require subse- 
quent action under Section VI.A.9 to satisfy the additional parking required. A refund of 
such payment shall not be made if a change of use requires less parking. 

(6) Joint (Shared) driveways: Joint driveways shall be permitted by Special Permit in the General 

Business District, subject to the following provisions: 

(a) Joint driveways, for the purposes of Section VI.A., shall be regulated by a binding agree- 
ment satisfactory in form to Town Counsel and recorded at the North Essex Registry of 
Deeds. 

(b) Joint driveways shall serve no more than two lots and shall be designed to provide access 
to another parking area or may straddle two lots if both lots are located in the General Busi- 
ness District. 

(c) Joint driveways shall be designed so as to minimize conflict with traffic on public streets 
and with due regard to interior circulation and separation of pedestrian and vehicular traffic.

Two anchors had broken and only a 
third, small anchor, also partially bro- 
ken from being dragged across the har- 
bor, held the boat off the rocks. The 
rails were smashed and_ the riggings 
damaged, but the hull, banged up as it 
was from other boats smashing into it, 
was in one piece, 

The cabin appeared to have been 
ransacked, but very little water had 
gotten inside, and the motor started 
right up. Mr. Aprans motored the Silja 
to a safe port “to sort of lick my 
wounds,” he says. 

Tine to go home 

In 1984, to avoid a capital gains tax, 
Mr. Aprans had bought the two-family 
Chestnut Street home and made some 
other real estate investments with the 
money from the sale of his Rockport 
house and the lobster business. 

After Hugo, he flew back north to 
Andover for a couple of months, then 
returned to St. Thomas in the spring to 
patch up the Silja and sail it back 
home. It wasn’t pretty to look at, but 
made the voyage without any prob- 
lems. 

He kept the Silja in Newport Harbor 
that summer, 1990, before dry docking 
it in his backyard, where it has been 
since and is now for sale. He bought 
another sailboat, a Tashiba 40, and will 
charter that this summer in Newport.
